D'HORIZON OF RESPECTIVE VISA POLICIES EOR PERSONNEL ASSIGNED 

TO MOSCOWAVASHINGTON EMBASSIES AND LENINGRAD/SAN FRANCISCO 
CONSULATES. REZNICHENKO'S PRIMARY CONCERN WAS OVER ISSUANCES EOR 
CONSULATES. HE COMPLAINED THAT USG DELAYING EACH SOVIET VISA 
REQUEST FOR SAN FRANCISCO PERSONNEL AND HE CLAIMED THAT USSR FOR 
ITS PART ISSUING VISAS TO LENINGRAD PERSONNEL WITHIN 3-5 DAY 
PERIOD. REZNICHENKO STATED MFA CONSIDERS THAT BILATERAL 3-5 
DAY RULE ON lUSSUANCES TO RESPECTIVE EMBASSIES SHOULD APPLY 
AUTOMATICALLY TO CONSULATE PERSONNEL. HE ADDED, HOWEVER, THAT 
IF USG CONSIDERS IT NECESSARY, MFA WOULD BE WILLING EXTEND RULE 
BY EXCHANGE OF "SUPPLEMENTARY NOTES." REZNICHENKO REQUESTED REPLY 
ASAP.
